Police chief 
refutes 
crime survey

Police Chief Bobby Stewart 
had some terse comments to 
make to Dennis Volpe at 
Tuesday's fincom meeting, 
regarding a recent Boston 
Magazine survey 

This survey, publicized in the 
Town Crier’s March 6 issue, 
ranked Wilmington 109 out of a 
possible 40 towns in suburb 
safety. This placed Wilmington 
in a higher than average crime 
category 

Since the article appeared. 
Stewart has been treated to 
some “‘disturbing and un 
pleasant comments 

As a friend from Billerica told 
him, “there are three kinds of 
lies: lies, damn lies, and 
statistics 

Stewart claims you cannot 
compare communities with 
different populations, as Boston 
Magazine did, or trust statistics 

‘The survey, he said, in answer 
to Volpe’s query on the article 
creates a Catch-22 situation 
where every time you make an 
arrest, you create a statistic. In 
effect, it penalizes the 
Wilmington police force for 
effectively enforcing the law, he 
said. The smaller, relatively 
crime-free communities listed 
may not have the police power 
or the determination of 
Wilmington’s police department 
to make an all-out effort to stop 
crime, Stewart said 

We have made a greater 
effort than some of the towns 
around us,” he stressed 
Wilmington also has greater 
case loads than nearby towns in 


the Woburn court district, he 
said 
According to Stewart, the 


survey did not take into account 
the fact that Wilmington is an 
industrial community, which 
may have some impact on the 


School Department unveils 
$9.7 million budget

A bottom line school budget of 
$9,719,172 for the 1985-86 school 
year was presented by School 
Committee Chairman Bridget 
Zukas and several members of 
the Central Office to fincom 
members Tuesday night for 
their evaluation and approval 
This figure represents a 7.4 


percent increase over last 
year's budget 
It includes the sum of 


$8,715,798 for fixed costs and 
$1,003,374 for instructional costs. 
It also represents a seven 
percent increase in the total 
salary budget and $113,000 over 
last’ year’s transportation 
budget 

What the $9.7 million figure 
does not include is a $119,240 
maximum figure (or $49,440 
minimum figure) for extra 
renovation expenses and $75,000 
in capital expenses, brought to 
voters for their approval in 
Articles 8 and 9 on the annual 
town meeting warrant 

According to Zukas 
of lack of a quorum due to 
illness, several school com. 
mittee meetings had to be 
cancelled, forcing postponement 
of a decision on high school 
space options for next year 
Because of this postponement. 
Zukas couldn't project a final 
budget figure, incorporating 
such extra renovation costs as 
transportation expenses, por.

The fiscal responsibilities of 
the Permanent — Building 
Committee and the school 


committee differ in regard to 
the renovation costs, Zukas said. 
Her committee has to deal with 
the needs of students and staff,

Volpe and other committee 
members felt the public should 
know all the costs incurred by 
the high school renovation as

In the next five years, the 
Chronicle told the ‘people of 
Reading, payments for sewer 
services will double. And, on top 
of that, in 1991, the payments 
will soar as the communities 
become liable tor the cost of 
cleaning up Boston harbor and 
supporting a water distribution 
system, and sewer system. Both 
the state and federal govern 
ments have been subsidizing the 
systems over the years 

Wilmington’s new costs have 
not yel been computed, but in 
Reading, for 1986, according to 
Fletcher, the user fees will in. 
cre by $93,930. Vnat is an 
increase of 42.4 percent 

As a guess, the user charge to 
the average home which has 
sewer service in Wilmington is 
in the neighborhood of $20 to 


a quarter That could be as 
much as $100 a year 
Forty-two pereent more could 


make the cost $142, for 1986.

Private school bus route 
cost increase funded 


Tewksbury School Committee 
members voted unanimously 
last week to supplement a 
private school bus contract 
because of an increase in the 
number of students using the 
service. 

The committee voted last 
Wednesday to add some $3,440 to 
a contract that provides bus 
service for Tewksbury students 
attending St. Augustine’s School 
in Andover. The rate works out 
to an additional $10 per bus per 
day, retroactive to the beginning 
of the school year. 

The committee also voted, on 
a motion by Committee member 
Sonja Cuneo, to add the new 
Director of Health 
to the budget for 


fiscal y 1986. The new 
position, according to the 
committee, would be a step 


toward providing students in 
grades K through 12 with more 
nutrition and general health 
education as well as information 
on the dangers of use and abuse 
of drugs and alcohol 

On the busing decision, the 
committee voted to supplement 
the contract after learning that 
the buses serving St 
Augustine's have had to make 
additional stops not called for 
when the routes were set up 
earlier this year 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools for Business John Ryan 
said the action was necessary 
because of the many additional 
stops which had been added this 
year to accomodate an increase 
of approximately 40 students 
being transported there 

St. Augustine's is served by a 
direct bus route, unlike many of 
the other private schools that 
Tewksbury provides bus 
transportation to. 

Normally, students attending 
private schools which receive 
bus transportation are picked up 
by buses running general neigh 
borhood routes, They are 
brought to a central location 
where all general routes ter 
minate 

At that central location 
students exit the buses and are 
arranged according to the 
schools they attend. They then 
are boarded onto the bus that 


will take them to their school 
‘The procedure is reversed in the 
afternoon. 

However, because the St 
Augustine’s school day starts 
some 30 to 40 minutes later than 
other private schools, the school 
committee voted in 1983 to 
provide exclusive bus routes for 
that school. With the exclusive 
route, St. Augustine's students 
are picked up at designated 
stops and are brought directly to 
the school. 

Placing St. Augustine's 
students under the general 
private school busing plan would 
have meant the students would 
be waiting in St. Augustine's 


school yard some 30 to 40 
minutes before the school 
opened 


Last year we started busing 
60 youngsters to St 
Augustine's,” Ryan said. “Now 
we are up to 100 or so, but we 
still have the same two buses. 

“Things got a little out of 
hand,” said Ryan, who ex 
plained that with the additional 
40 students the number of stops 
mushroomed from 12 to 50 

Ryan said that the contractor 
had originally requested an 
increase of $20 per bus per day, 
or a total of $7,200 for the school 
year 


1 suggested $10 a day, or

Would it pay to reorganize 
this whole program and have 
parents take their kids to public 
schools for pick up,’ asked

We thought about that, but it 
wouldn't work,’’ explained 
Ryan. Apart from the problem 
of increased traffic at the public 
schools, he said, was the 
likelihood that private school 
students would attempt to ride 
public school buses to their pick 
up points and thereby require 
the school committee to add 
extra public school buses 

In the new budget, Ryan said 
he is proposing a third route to 
serve St. Augustine's

Condos, water treatment plant 
on town meeting warrant 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Wilmington residents are once 
again called on to participate in 
that annual spring rite, town 
meeting, held this year on 
Saturday, April 27, in the high 
school gymnasium at 1:30 p.m. 

This year, a total of 54 articles 
will come under consideration, 
including the FY 1986 Town 
Budget and 15 articles for the 
sale of town owned land. 
Selectmen hope to negate these 
sales through special town 
meeting action prior to the 
annual meeting 

Several articles stand out 
because of their effect on a 
majority of town citizens. 

Article 38 seeks to rezone 53 
acres of land by the former 
Roberts mansion off Burlington 
Avenue from Residence 20 (R20) 
toPlanned Residential 
Development (PRD). This 
would allow Builder James 
DeCarolis the opportunity to go 
ahead with plans to build a 111 
unit concominium development 
on the property, the second such 
proposal to come before a town 
meeting in as many months 

The plans are being prepared 
by Andover engineer Steven 
Siapinski and limit any building 
from being closer than 100 feet 
from the boundary of the 
Roberts Estate. Each unit would 
sell for $120,000. 

Recently, DeCarolis appeared 
before the Water and Sewer 
Commission with an offer to 
cons, ‘a sewer main from the 
condo project to the interceptor 
at his own expense. Plans for the 
sewer main have not been 
submitted as yet. DeCarolis told 
the commissioners he is waiting 
for the outcome of the town 
meeting, 

Article 36 asks voters to 
rescind the PRD Zoning passed 
at town meeting in May, 1983, 
and completely reverse that 
decision. 

According to Robert Fasulo 
and his wife Linda, who placed 
the article on the warrant, the 
town “deserves a second shot at 
it (PRD zoning).” 

“1 like Wilmington,’’ said 
Fasulo, but he pointed out that 
residents need foresight now so 
future generations can enjoy the 
Wilmington he knows today. He 
also questions whether residents 
will learn a lesson from nearby 

which seem to be 
“overrun’’ by condominiums 
and townhouses 

Says Linda, “I don’t think 
town officials look at the over-all 
picture.” They should realize, 
she says, how these “large 
developments” adversely affect 
the small homeowner with 
regard to water problems, 
traffic, encroaching — on 
wetlands, and safety factors 

No matter where you go there 
are problems, she adds, and 
developments only compound 
these problems and affect the 
whole town, not just one neigh- 
borhood. 

The Fasulos, instrumental in 
helping defeat the town’s first 
condo proposal at special town 
meeting, now hope residents will 
speak out once again. 

If both Articles 38 and 36 pass, 
it would be up to the Attorney 
General to make a final 
decision, said Fasulo. 

Through Article 24, the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA) seeks to 
amend a 1966 article, limiting 
the authority's power to Jewell 
Industrial Park, and to extend

the jurisdiction of the WRA. 

According to Chairman Jay 
Donovan, the WRA hopes to take 
under its jurisdiction for im- 
provement purposes the area 
contiguous to and bordering on 
‘Route 38 beginning at the 
Woburn town line and running to 
he Tewksbury town line, in- 
cluding Wilmington Town 
Center. It would also con- 
centrate on Route 129 from 
Reading to Rocco's Restaurant 
on Route 38. 

With town meeting approval, 
the WRA could set up a Com- 
mercial Area Revitilization 
District (CARD) and become 
eligible for Industrial Revenue 
Bonds. It could also look into the 
formation of an_ historical 
district and beautify the town 
center area, along the lines of 
what's been done in Lexington, 
all at no cost to Wilmington. 

The WRA would offer below 
prime rate loans to local 
businessmen wishing to improve 
the physical appearance of their 
buildings and undertake all 
improvements with its own 
funds or available state grants 

Article 11, initiated by 
Selectman Robert Cain in 
response to past discriminatory 
practices by the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD), asks town rsidents to 
approve a light department 
study and the sum of $15,000 to 
offset the cost of the same. 

This study would look into the 
feasibility of establishing 
Wilmington’s own municipal 
light department, enter into a 
district light. department with 
other communities, or contract 
to purchase electricity from 
some other source. 

Article 26 would allow 
Wilmington Membrial Library 
the opportunity to join the 
Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium, a computer-based 
network of public libraries from 
13 communities located in 
Andover. 

According to Library Director 
Philip Meriam, joining the 
consortium would “give us 
public access to a network 
where we're pooling strengths."" 
These strengths would include 
‘instant availability” of books 
and materials not readily ac: 
cessible in Wilmington, more 
efficient use of staff time, and 
faster service to the public 
Wilmington residents would be 
issued new library cards which 
could be used in any of the 13 
consortium communities, in 
cluding North Reading, North 
Andover, Chelmsford, and 
Billerica. One future goal is 
eventual networking with the 
Wilmington school libraries, 
providing an educational ad- 
vantage. 

One drawback to the con: 
sortium is the cost, Although 
library trustees look toward a 
phased-in approach over a 
period of three years, the initial 
cost of equipment and services 
to hook up with the computer 
would be $80,000, with additional 
smaller costs in later years 
covering conversion, mem- 
bership, maintenance costs and 
the purchase of Public Access 
Catalogues. 

Though Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski recommends 
holding off joining the con 
sortium until next year, Meriam 
is not sure that’s a good idea 


“There will always be 


the 


something (else)," he said. And 
since the trustees have been 
trying to join the consortium 
since its inception in 1982, he 
feels “this is an issue that ought 
to be resolved by town 
meeting." 

Article 19 asks voters to ap- 
prove funding for a new water 
treatment plant to service the 
North Wilmington area and 
improve water quality in that 
part of town. 

The Water and Sewer Com- 
mission, which is responsible for 
the article, plans to construct’ a 
plant at the Barrows Field 
Station site. Weston and Samp- 
son Engineers Inc. will plan the 
new station along the lines of the 
purification plant at Butters 
Row, Estimates place the cost 
close to $6 million, though 
commissioners hope for 50 
percent reimbursement of 
eligible costs from the state 

Four other articles may be of 
interest to a number of citizens. 

Article 25, a petition article 
submitted by Larry Curtis of 
Access is Mandatory (AIM), 
asks residents to agree to the 
formation of a Handicapped 
Commission and the sum of $500 
to provide clerical services and 
office supplies for that com- 
mittee 

A Handicapped Commission 
would coordinate efforts with 
the Office of Handicapped Af- 
fairs to carry out programs 
designed to meet the needs of 
Wilmington’s handicapped 
citizens, It would consist of 
seven members appointed by 
Town Manager, each serving fon 
periods of one, two or three~ 
years, 

Article 27 asks residents to® 
deposit $39,000 into the Council 
on Aging’s Revolving Account 
This is the sum needed to 
complete the remodeling of the 
Buzzell School for use as a Multi 
Purpose Senior Center 

Article 31, a petition article 
submitted by Gerald O'Reilly, 
instructs selectmen to “beautify 
and maintain” the former Hale 
Icehouse property by Silver 
Lake. It also proposes to leave 
that land free for recreational 
use and to conserve that land 
forever.

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North Reading hedges 
on light board squabble 


The North Reading Board of 
Selectmen has voted to recon- 
sider its decision to join with the 
Wilmington selectmen and the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce, in the co-petition to 
the State Department of Public 
Utilities, so the North Reading 
Transcript reported Thursday, 
March 21 

The reconsideration is being 
described as a “good will 
gesture” toward the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD), The North Reading 
selectmen and the com- 
missioners of the RMLD have an 
April 3 meeting scheduled. The 
town manager (town ad- 
ministrator) of North Reading 
was, at least partly, the source 
of the Transcript story. 

Chet Spinney, the town ad- 
ministrator, was quoted as 
saying that he had talked with 
Norbert Rhinerson and 
Chairman John Crocker of the 
RMLD, and had assured them 
that he would not pursue the 
petition if progress is made at 
the joint meeting. He added that 
if the selectmen did not with- 
draw from the petition, the 
RMLD would probably refuse to 
meet with the selectmen 

‘The April 3 meeting with the 
RMLD, Spinney said, will 
discuss a variety of topics. In- 
cluded in these would be the 
overall impact of the RMLD 
investment in the Seabrook, 
New Hampshire nuclear power 
plant; the question of voluntary 
payments in lieu of taxes, which 
RMLD has suspended; the 
existance of a so-called special 
rate of Reading municipal 
buildings; and the possibility of 
better communication in the 
future, 

Spinney, the Transcript said, 
went so far as to suggest that the 
Chamber's petition was a ruse 
by the Wilmington Chamber to 
block any meetings between the 
RMLD Board and the individual 
towns of North Reading, Lynn- 
field and Wilmington. Spinney 
suggested that it was in the 
Chamber's best interest that the 
towns remain at loggerheads 
with the RMLD. 

Spinney felt that the town had 
avery limited, practically nil" 
chance of gaining reprsentation 
on the RMLD board. It would

Sewer would serve 
WHA and condos 


Steve Stapinski and Jim 
DeCarolis told the Wilmington 
Sewer and Water Com- 
missioners last Thursday that 
they are proposing a sewer 
service and a water service for 
the proposed condominiums 
behind the Fred Roberts home 
on Burlington Avenue. 

Stapinski is a civil engiheer 
from Andover. DeCarolis, who 
lives in Tewksbury,"bought the 
land behind the Roberts estate 
nearly ¢wo years ago. 

The property, DeCarolis told 
the commissioners, was laid out 
by Dane Perkins, surveyors and 

rs, for 56 house lots, 

he bought it. There is 
excellent gravel soil in the hills 
and if he were to build single 
family homes there would be no 
need to put in a set of sewer 
mains, he said. 

DeCarolis, if he succeeds in 
getting approval for con 
dominiums, will also construct 
sewer mains for other points 
nearby, including the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 
It will be entirely at his own 
cost, he told the commissioners. 
The sewer main would go to the 
WHA property and to other 
streets westerly from Cedar 
Street. 

The sewer which would go to 
the condominium site would 
have one crossing, through the 
wetlands near cedar Steet. The 
sewer would be constructed, he 
said, so that some homes on 
jurlington Avenue would also 
be served 

The water main which he is 


proposing to construct would be 
“looped’’ to Burlington Avenue, 
so as to improve the water 
pressure in the area, There is a 
12 inch water main on Cedar 
Street, which would be extended 
across the Roberts estate to 
Burlington Avenue. 

At this time there are no plans 
ready, because DeCarolis is 
awaiting the results of the an- 
nual town meeting in April. He 
intends to propose the zoning for 
condominiums at that time. The 
zoning will be discussed in a 
planning board meeting shortly, 
he said. 

If DeCarolis is successful at 
the town meeting, he said, the 
first thing that he will do is to put 
in a sewer to the Deming Way 
project of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. The WHA 
has alrady received a grant, 
DeCarolis said, which will be 
used for the tie-ins. 

Stapinski said the sewer would 
be put in privately, but to the 
standards of the Wilmington 
Sewer and Water Com- 
missioners. There will be no cost 
to the town.

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Think of the Army for college tuition funds 


The Army is once again prov- 
ing to be “money in the bank” 
for those soldiers who want to go 
to college. New legislation sign- 
ed by President Reagan on Oc- 
tober 19, 1984, now makes it 
possible to accumulate more 
than $25,000 for college or voca- 
tional school throagh an Army 
enlistment. 

The program, known as the 
New GI (Bill, when combined 
with a New Army College Fund 
educational benefit for training 
in one of a number of critical 
Army skills, will give Army 
enlistees ai s to educational 
benefits authorized by the new 
law. The new program is avail- 
able to Army enlistees after Ju- 
ly 1, 1985. 

The feature unique to the Ar- 
my is a series of educational 
benefits which range from $8,000 
for a two-year enlistment to 
$14,400 for a four-year tour of 
duty. It is available to recruits 
who train in critical job areas 
such as Pershing Missile Crew 
Member, Metal Worker, Food 
Service Specialist or Power 
Generation Equipment 
Repairer. The special Army 
benefits are added on top of the 
GI Bill benefits which are of- 
fered by all services 

Based on a four-year term, an 
Army enlistee can leave the 
service with $25,200 for college

The 
total package figures to a ratio 
of 20 government dollars to each 
dollar contributed personally 
For a three-year enlistment the 
total benefit can be $22,800, 
while a two-year enlistee can 
accumulate up to $17,000 for col- 
lege. 

Money is paid out to veterans 
on a monthly basis for 36 aca. 
demic months. The rate depends 
upon the veteran's matricula- 
tion status, whether a full or 
part-time student. The veteran 
attending college or vocational 
school full-time student with a 
three-year enlistment receives 
$633.33 each month, while the 
full-time student with a two- 
year enlistment receives $472.22 
a month. 

According to Col. Peter S 
Hoffmann, Commander of the 
United States Army Recruiting 
Battalion in Boston, the New GI 
Bill is well constructed. “On 
every level, dollar for dollar, 
there is more money available,” 
says Hoffmann. “Enlistees con 
tribute a smaller portion of their 
salaries than in the past, and 
there are larger government 
contributions.”

The Army is the only 
branch of the military with a 
two-year enlistment, and indi- 
viduals who have completed two 
years of college can join the 
Army for two years and ac- 
cumulate $21,000 toward their 
next two years of education. The 
program is known as “2+2+2.' 

The Army also offers a college 
aid plan to those who join the 
Army Reserve. After certain 
qualifications are met, Reser- 
yists can collect a maximum en- 
titlement of $5,040, paid in mon- 
thly installments of up to $140 a 
month. Payment rates are bas- 
ed on academic enrollment 
status. This stipend is also paid 
for 36 full academic months. 

With the new college aid pro- 
gram, total benefits to the vet- 
eran are greater than in past 
programs. Individual contribu- 
tions have decreased more than 
50 percent. ‘The combination of 
more available government and 
Army money and smaller per. 
sonal contributions is bound to 
make the program a big hit,” 
says Hoffman. 

According to Hoffman, 
New Gi Bill Plus New Army 
lege Fund, combined with valu 
able skill training programs 
available in the Army, will help 
obtain the quality recruits the 
Army needs to face the future. 


“Because of the increasingly 
technical demands of today’s 
Army, it is important that we 
continue to attract quality 
recruits,"’ Hoffmann says
